When the plant is pulled or 
cut off then the life in the root begins 
to discharge and continues so long as 
no living leaf of the plant comes to 
light, If this. discharging process is 


®°"\forced, to continue uninterrupted for 


a sufficient length of time, probably 
four mid-summer months, then the 
roots will have become so weak that 
bacterial action will set in, resulting 
in their death and decay. 

On the other hand if, during this 
time the plants, hqwever . small, are 
allowed to grow, they begin to store 
life in the weak roots, In a few days 
the roots are again re-charged with
